The bacteria count of the water 
of Third Lake has increased tre- 
mendously, according to Wood, and 
the other lakes are becoming steadi- 
ly worse as the population increas- 
es. 

Wood, acting for the council sent 
a letter to C. W. Klassen, chief sani- 
tary engineer for the state replying 
to his request' for three lakes, to be 
used as "guinea pigs" in the appli- 
cation of the law.

The fast growing village of Grays- 
lake is gradually polluting ■ Third 
Lake to the point where h may 
have to be quarantined. The sewage 
disposal plant at Grayslake empties 
into a stream that ends at Third' 
Lake. A public picnic ground on 
the south shore of Third Lake also 
contributes to the contamination. 
Druce Lake flows into Third Lake 
and it is understood that open sew- 
ers are flowing into Druce Lake; 
also, a new picnic ground is to be 
opened .there [ which will. '.add fur- 
ther pollution as their plans for 
sanitation are alleged to be inade- 
quate. 

Deep Lake is known to be dan- 
gerously polluted due to. sewage 
from the village of Lake Villa and 
.-improper sewage disposal of re- 
sorts on the lake. Lake Villa is be- 
ing fined- $100. per day for- this pol- 
lution.' , s ; ■ 

Duck;> LakeV waters are polluted 
due ftp two community sewers from 
Wo6steri Lake emptying there. The 
sewage disposal plant at Wooster 
Lake built some twenty years ago, 
primarily for use of summer resi- 
dents only, is now obsolete and to- 
tally inadequate due to extensive 
home building. 

\ I believe this information is what 
you need to begin this survey. How- 
ever,, please feel free to contact me 
for further aid to you or your men. 
Our organization's primary objec- 
tive is clearing waters of pollution, 
and we certainly, welcome your help 
in this matter.

Business Week, in one of its recent issues, said,

"The real question becomes: Is business going 
to climb back onto the upward slanting plateau of 
full employment it occupied from mid-1940 until the 
end of 1940? Or are we seeing nothing more than a 
brief rally, after which business activity will again 
begin to sag? 

"Whether or not it's just a rally or a real re- 
covery, the upturn has now gained so much mo- 
mentum that it's hard to see how ifcan fail to carry 
through most of the remaining months of 1949." 

The magazine goes on to point out that the 
year-end will be a crucial period. At that time, accord- 



Consumer income, during the first half of this 
year, was well ahead of* lost. And so was consumer 
spending. In that first half, retail sales were two per 
cent under the same period last year — but, Business 
Week says, this was "only because of price drops. Far 
from being frightened into retrenchment, consumers 
actually spent a larger proportion of -their incomes 
than in the last half of 1948." 

Personal stmjngs are at record or near-record 
levels. This "means that the public at large has the 
means to buy pretty much what it wants. It is pro- 
bably true that, once prices started downward, many 
people deferred purchasing in the hope of really 
substantial drops. If the experts are correct, these 
hopes will probably not be fulfilled. Only very small 
price declines, as a general rule, are expected for the 
next six months or so. New wage demands, if success- 
ful, and continued record-breaking government spend- 
ing, might reverse the trend and cause price increases. 
The experts have been wrong in the past, but it is 
worth recording that most of them are optimistic now.

No Need for Emergency 
School Permits 
, E. A. Secretary Says 

More than a million and a quar- 
ter children will enroll in the ele- 
iipntary and high schools of Ilinois 
Sn the next ten days. The qual- 
•♦i of the schools of today and the 
rnminn years will determine the ex- 
S to which the American way 
If life will be sustained. 

Irving F. Pearson, executive se- 
ctary f the Illinois Education as- 
" jntion, says that the pupils of the 
Scschobls- of. Illinois will, in 
Scncrnl, have better educational 
SoDortunities than have been pro- 
vided for many years. These better 
cducational*opportunitles are due to 
the better trained teachers,, better 
educational equipment and better 
cuncrvision. The improvements are 
made possible in part by the, in- 
creased State support and by in- 
creased local funds. • • - 

Mr Pearson feels that with the 
increased number of teachers who 
Mve completed their college train- 
in- nlus the number who are re- 
nSininfl os high school teachers, 
Im! there will be practically enough 
tiers in all high school fields ex- 
rnnf home economics, agriculture, 
lihrarv vocal and instrumental mu- 
sic girls physical, education, or m 
Stances of difficult subject matter 
combinations. It is his opinion that 
S crc will be little or no' need for 
emergency high school certificates, 
except perhaps for shortages indi- 
cted Due to the lag in preparation 
of elementary teachers, the increas- 
ed birth rate,- working conditions 
which are sometimes unsatisfactory 
and railure in some areas to pay the 
same salaries .for/ elementary and 
hifih school teachers that there will 
continue to be a' shortage of teachers 
for kindergarten to sixth grade for 
several years to come. 

Mr. Pearson calls attention to the, 
fact that reorganization has reduced 
the number of teachers in one-tea- 
cher school districts, but that the,en- 
riched program of studies demanded 
by the people in reorganized dis- 
tricts makes .the need ; for better 
trained teachers imperative.

During 1948, when there were 
27 908 cases in the country, the 
highest number since the record 
Bin 1016, the National Foun- 
iniion nnd its Chapters spent 
€17 000,000 in March of Dimes 
funds to provide epidemic serv- 
es he said. With even more 
rise's this year, iMooks as though 
ft may cost $25,000,000 in 1949 
to nay for that part of' medical 
and hospital care which .fami- 
lies cannot pay themselves. 

By the end of August; as much 
money had been advanced in 
epidemic aid to National Foun- 
dation Chapters whose March of 
Dimes funds have been exhaust- 
ed by the cost of care as was 
sent in all of 1948. The nation's 
total number of cases now is as 
large as a full year's toll in pre- 
vious years, with, predictions, for 
at least double that number be- 
fore December 31.' 

Furthermore, it is estimated 
that a minimum of $5,000,000 
will be required to continue 
helping 1948 patients who still 
need clinic -or hospital treat- 
ment The National Foundation 
gives assistance as long as medi- 
cal care is necessary, regard- 
less of age, race, creed or color. 

The money raised in the Folio 
Epidemic Emergency Drive will 
be used exclusively for services 
to polio patients in all states, 
Mr. O'Connorsaid. Contributions 
may be mailed to FOLIO, care of 
your local Post Office. 

"This emergency drive is our 
only hope of providing care for 
patients without slowing up sci- 
entific research and professional 
education programs of the Na- 
tional Foundation," Mr. O'Con- 
nor, explained. '.'It is an ironical 
fact that this heavy incidence, 



severely taxing March of Dimes 
resources, comes at a time when 
the nation's leading scientists are 
more hopeful of finding an an- 
swer to the problem than ever 
before. 

"Scientists working under 68 
March of Dimes grants at top 
medical and educational institu- 
tions are waging the largest re- 
search attack ever "attempted 
against a single disease in this 
country, supported by March of 
Dimes funds. We must not inter- 
rupt the search .for a solution 
because of. lack of funds. We 
must—and we shall be able to 
do both jobs— help pay for the 
care of the stricken while finding 
a means of prevention or con- 
trol — if the American people 
contribute now to carry the work 
through until the next March 
of Dimes in January." 

Progress since 1938 when the 
National Foundation was 
formed, was indicated by Mr. 
O'Connor^as follows:. 

More than $23,500,000 has gone 
into a comprehensive research 
and. education program, seeking 
control. of polio and training of 
experts -T7 virologists, orthoped- 
ists, pediatricians, public health 
physicians, nurses, physical ther- 
apists, and other medical work- 
ers who make up the .profes- 
sional ■ army now battling , the 
disease in laboratories and hos- 
pital, wards. 

At least $58,000,000 had gone 
for patient care, prior to 1949. in- 
payment of polio bills families 
could not meet themselves; in 
staffing and 'equipping polio cen- 
ters for modern care and treat- 
ment, in establishing equipment 
depots in six strategic locations 
throughout the country from 
which respirators, hot pack ma- 
chines, beds, cribs and other 
emergency supplies can be rap» 
idly dispatched to hard-hit areas. 

"We know now that fully 75% 
of those stricken make good 
recoveries if good treatment is 
available," Mr. O'Connor said. 
"Surely no one would deny a 
child a three-to-one chance for 
recovery because of lack- of- 
money."
